Registered Packages Contain­ 


ing Thousands Looted. 


PURLOINED FROM CAR DOOR 


While an Illinois Central Train Was 


Standing at Champaign a Bold Thief 


Slipped an 
Ungu arded 
Registered 


Mail Pou ch Ou t of the Mail Car and 


Su cceeded In Getting Away With It. 


—When Fou nd the Most of Its Con­ 


tents Had Been Remov ed. 


Champaign, 111., Ju ne 11.—A daring 
robber 
snatched a registered 
mail 
pou ch su pposed to contain many thou ­ 
sands of dollars from the car of Illi­ 
nois Central train No. 25 at this place. 
The train was receiv ing an air brake 
test, when the man, seeing the pou ch 
billed from Chicago to St. Lou is ly ing 
in an open door on the left side of the 
mail car grabbed it and ran u ndetected 
to a dark place abou t two blocks away . 
Here he rifled the pou ch and took 
twenty ou t of the thirty -sev en pieces 
of registered mail. 
Charles Sanders, mail 
clerk, who 
was in charge of the car, discov ered 
his loss between Champaign and To- 
lono, and at the latter place boarded 
a freight train and retu rned to Cham­ 
paign. 
The officers and central de­ 
tectiv es at once began a search for 
the robber and the pou ch, and the lat­ 
ter was fou nd with sev enteen pieces 
of the mail still u ntou ched. 
This is the third robbery of the kind 
in the last few weeks, the others hav ­ 
ing been committed at Mattoon and, 
Effingham. 


THE “ UNWRITTEN LAW” 


Is It to Be Inv oked In an Indiana Mu r­ 
der Trial? 
Indianapolis, Ju ne 11. — W hat does 
the ordinary man think of the “u nwrit­ 
ten law,” the “higher law,” as it is 
sometimes called, that sometimes is 
taken to “ju stify ” a hu sband in killing 
the man who inv ades the home and 
betray s the wife? 
This, in su bstance, is the qu estion 
that is being pu t by the state’s attor­ 
ney to the men who are being tested 
as to their fitness as ju rors in the El­ 
m er S. Ginn m u rder trial, now before 
the criminal cou rt. 
The state desires to know if the 
‘‘u nwritten law” is fix ed in the mind 
of the prospectiv e ju ror in su ch a way 
as to preju dice the talesm an against 
W illiam W alker, the man who was 
killed by Ginn. In the cou rse of qu es­ 
tioning each man in the ju ry box . the 
state presented the Issu e of the “high­ 
er law” behind which homicides fre­ 
qu ently take defensiv e refu ge. 
^ 
Ju dge Franklin McCray , cou nsel for 
Ginn, objected. 
The cou rt intimated 
that he wou ld be inclined to su stain 
the objection of the defense to this 
special line of qu estioning by the state. 
According to the ev idence giv en by 
Mrs. Ginn, wife of the man who killed 
W illiam W alker, the m u rder was in 
the class of aggrav ated cases of so- 
called “ju stifiable homicide.” Wfalker, 
say s the woman, was in her company 
when Ginn, the angered hu sband, fired 
the fatal shot. 
The 
woman admits 
that she was in W alker’s arms, and 
that she was compromised in the sight 
of her hu sband at the time the killing 
was done. 
In v iew of the pecu liar circu mstances 
su rrou nding the tragedy , the defense 
desires to leav e the way of)en to a 
defense based on the “u nw ritten” law. 
This was brou ght ou t by the state’s 
series of qu estions, and was shown in 
Ju dge McCray ’s objection against go­ 
ing into the common preju dice against 
the inv ader of a home who Is cau ght 
and killed by the inju red hu sband.

Details of Her Play Planned For 


Harvard Stadium. 


AN AMAZING BATTLE SCENE. 


W ith Lead Soldiers and Model of the 
8tadium Actress W orks Out Evo lu­ 
tions of the Conflict— Thirteen H u n ­ 
dred Persons to Participate. 


Ten thou sand persons are ex pected 
to witness Mau de Adams’ first appear­ 
ance as Joan of Arc In the H arv ard 
stadiu m at Cambridge, Mass., on the 
ev ening of Ju ne 22. 
The “bowl” of 
the stadiu m will be u sed for seating 
pu rposes, and all that portion of the 
field and a large section of the grid­ 
iron that face the “bowl” will be u sed 
for the stage. 
The actors will tread 
u pon tu rf. 
A special scenic setting 
adaptable to the stadiu m is being 
bu ilt. 
In the m atter of costu mes, of 
which there are more than 1,300, Miss 
Adams has the co-operation of John 
Alex ander, the artist. 
One thou sand su pernu m eraries will 
be employ ed by Miss Adams. 
These 
will be in charge of fifty su per cap­ 
tains, and to dress them there will be 
a srnx ll host of armorers, costu me 
masters, wardrobe m asters, etc. Ev ery 
essential down to a pta necessary for 
the costu ming of this horde will be 
transplanted to the stadiu m. 
In addi­ 
tion Miss Adams’ m aster electrician 
will install a complete electrical plant 
In the stadiu m su fficient to fu rnish ev ­ 
ery requ isite of lighting known to the 
modern theater, only on a scale v astly 
larger than any hitherto contemplated 
In America. 
The qu alities of simplicity and gran­ 
deu r that mark the Fasslon play at 
Oberammergau will also characterize 
the performance of “Joan of Arc” by 
Miss Adams and her company . 
A* 
English v ersion of Schiller’s “Ju ng­ 
frau v on Orleans” will be u sed. 
The 
Incidental mu sic will be taken ly iimrirf 
part from Beethov en’s “Eroica*sy m - 
phony . 
To marshal the large force of au x il­ 
iaries and to direct the performance 
there will be employ ed ten stage m an­ 
agers and a chief manager, and ov erall 
these a stage director. The au x iliaries 
hav e been separated in grou ps su ffi­ 
ciently small for Indiv idu al coaching 
and drilling, y et large enou gh to em­ 
phasize their relation to the wffiole. 
The act9 rs will get their entrance cu es 
by means of signals on v aricolored in­ 
candescent lamps, and the mov ements 
of the ma0s of su pernu m eraries will 
be gov erned in the same w-ay . 
Ev ery afternoon In the library of her 
New York hou se Miss Mau de Adams 
resolv es herself Into a board of strat­ 
egy , and with a model of the H arv ard 
stadiu m before her she dev otes hou rs 
to planning the battle scene in “Joan 
of Arc” as she wiH produ ce the play 
on Ju ne 22. 
She was bu sy there the 
other day with con» anies and battal­ 
ions of lead soldi« *, caralry and In­ 
fantry , mov ing them abtmt, arranging 
the entrances and the ex its and the 
v ariou s and Intricate ev olu tions that 
will be followed ex actly in the per­ 
formance. 
Both the model and the 
soldiers were made ex actly to scale, 
and the practiced ey es of “General” 
Adams are able to see Ju st how it 
will appear when the H arv ard stadi­ 
u m, scene of great football battles that 
are v ery real, is tu rned into a mock 
theater of w ar as in the day s of Joan 
of Arc. 
A fter Miss Adams closes her season 
at the Empire theater in New York she 


will go to Boston with her entire 
forces—company ! stage managers and 
su pernu m eraries—for actu al rehearsals 
on the grassy stage of the stadiu m. 
Thirteen hu ndred persons will partici­ 
pate. 
Three complete rehearsals de­ 
v oted to actu al tactical cav alry ma­ 
neu v ers will be held u nder the direc­ 
tion of Captain Shelbu rne of Battery 
A, 
M assachu setts v olu nteer militia, 
composed of H arv ard gradu ates, who 
hav e v olu nteered for the performance. 
The elaborate natu re of the produ c­ 
tion is shown by the fact that the bat­ 
tle scene alone will last nearly half an 
hou r. 
To giv e complete v erisimilitu de 
its m artial tableau x will be copied 
from paintings by Bou tet de Monv el. 
Tbq scene at the climax wTill be based 
on Meissou ler’s canv as “18 07 ,” bu t 
with Joan instead of Napoleon mou nt­ 
ed u pon a white horse amid charging 
cav alry . The brow of the hill will be 
on the spectators' left, and Miss Ad­ 
ams as Joan will ov erlook the conflict­ 
ing armies on the plain below. 
For the perfection of this highly 
elaborate scene a model of the stadi­ 
u m’s stage with its complete settings 
has been made by John W. Alex ander. 
The single performance of “Joan of 
Arc” will be giv en for the benefit of 
the Germanic mu seu m and u nder the 
au spices of the German departm ent of 
the u niv ersity . 
The u se of the stadl 
u m was granted some months ago to 
Miss Adams by the president and fel­ 
lows of H arv ard college.

Indianapolis, Ju ne 11.—Another im­ 
portant decision bearing on the Moore 
rem onstrance law has been rendered. 
The fact that a power of attorney to 
sign the names of v oters to “any and 
all” 
rem onstrances 
against applica­ 
tions for saloon licenses and to sign 
su ch 
names 
to 
blanket 
“remon 
strances” was giv en more than two 
y ears before, and had been once ex e­ 
cu ted by signing and filing a Remon­ 
strance which had kept all saloons ou t 
of the township for two y ears, did not 
affect its v alidity as au thority for the 
attorney to sign and file a second 
“blanket” rem onstrance for anothei 
two y ears. 
That is the effect of a de­ 
cision of the su preme cou rt affirming 
the case of George P. McLanahan v s. 
Ed Breeding and others. 
The appel­ 
lees are v oters of Lagro township, ol 
W abash 
cou nty . 
They 
ex ecu ted a 
power of attorney u nder which a “blan­ 
ket” rem onstrance was filed ju st be­ 
fore the Janu ary session of the cou nty 
commissioners in 1906 , and their attor­ 
ney filed another rem onstrance in Jan­ 
u ary , 1908 , withou t a renewal of his 
power of attorney . 
McLanahan ap 
plied for a saloon license a month 
later, and appealed from the refu sal 
to grant one. 
The su preme cou rt u p 
holds the action of the commissioners 
in refu sing the license on the grou nd 
of the rem onstrance thu s filed.

The word “faith” being used twenty- 
four times in this chapter, we may call 
it the great “faith” chapter, as Rev . iv 
is the great “throne” chapter, the word 
being used fourteen times, and 
I 
Kings, xiii, the “man of God” chapter,! 
the phrase being used fifteen times. 
We sometimes thus obtain from a 
word or phrase the k ey to the portion 
we are reading or studying. The word 
“believ e,” used ov er ninety times in 
John’s gospel, helps us to understand 
John xx, 31. In a recent lesson we had 
an Old Testament saying used three 
times in the New, and now Tfre hav e 
another. “The just shall liv e by faith” 
is first found in Hab. ii, 4, and is 
quoted in Rom. i, 17; Gal. ill, 11; Heb. 
x, 38, and probably, as some think , 
each time with a different emphasis. 
When we remember how our Lord 
was refreshed by the great faith of 
two gentiles and how He repeatedly 
reprov ed His disciples for their lack 
of faith, we can see at least one way 
in which we can please Him or griev e 
Him. One has well said: 
Faith is no t what we see o r feel, but is a 
simple trust 
In what the Go d o f lo v e hath said o f 
Jesus as the just. 
By faith we look at things not 
seen and are thus lifted abov e the 
things we see. 
The true believ er 
walk s by faith and not by sight. Be­ 
liev ing Gen. i and Ps. xxxiii, 6, 7, we 
k now how the worlds were made. 
Some want to understand in order to 
believ e, but v erse 3 says that we must 
believ e in order to understand. 
The 
world says “Seeing Is believ ing,” but 
Jesus said that if we believ e we shall 
see (John xl, 40). 
We must hold fast 
that the way to understand is to be­ 
liev e and that without faith It is im­ 
possible to please God (v erses 3. 6). In

book of Genesis, fiv e of whom were 
mentioned by name by the Lord Jesus, 
He thus indorsing their record.

Saphir says that in the first three we 
hav e the sacrifice of faith, the walk 
of faith and the obedience of faith. 
The first Is of necessity sacrifice, for 
unless we hav e the forgiv eness of sins 
by the shedding of blood there can be 
no fellowship and no work s of faith 
or labor of lov e. 
Abel could not offer 
a sacrifice of faith unless he had some 
word of God to guide him, for faith 
cometh by hearing the word of God 
(Rom. x, 17). 
That word was spok en by word or 
deed, or perhaps both, when the trans­ 
action of Gen. iii, 21, occurred, and 
Adam must hav e instructed his chil­ 
dren that there could be no access to 
God but by sacrifice. 
Cain brought 
the best he had, but there was no shed­ 
ding of blood. He was disobedient and 
therefore not accepted. There is only 
one way to God, and all other ways 
are the way of Cain—that is, of the 
dev il (Judg. li; I John Hi, 12). 
Being 
redeemed by the precious blood of 
Christ, it is our priv ilege to walk with 
God as Enoch did, or as it is written 
of Lev i, “He walk ed with me in peace 
and equity and did turn many away 
from iniquity.” We cannot walk with 
God as He would lik e us to unless we 
are agreed with Him about ev erything, 
but if we are simple, whole hearted 
believ ers He will dwell In us and walk 
in us, and we may hav e the conscious­ 
ness of pleasing Him.

with us should nev er be, Is there any 
harm In this? but rather, Will this 
please Him who has tak en up His 
abode in me? 
As Enoch and Elijah 
were tak en to glory without dying, so 
will all believ ers who shall be aliv e on 
the earth when Jesus comes. 
It may 
be our priv ilege, for the end of this 
age is surely upon us. 
If, lik e Noah,

If we believ e as Abraham did we 
will look for the same city for which 
he look ed, and, rejoicing in that citizen­ 
ship. we will liv e as strangers and 
pilgrims here.

Isaac, Jacob and Joseph all 
liv ed in the assurance of things to 
come (v erse 20).

ward that the prospect of power and 
position in Egypt was nothing to him. 
The reproach of Christ was more at­ 
tractiv e than the pleasures of sin for a 
season.
